I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1965. 


The  record  is  again  a good  one,  the  figures  indicating  a good 
state  of  the  health  of  the  citizens.  The  population  increased,  the 
birth  rate  increased  and  there  was  a very  low  infant  mortalitv 
rate.  There  is  no  reason  to  consider  that  the  slight  increase  in  the 
death  rate  is  a matter  of  an}-  consequence  ancl  the  same  applies 
to  the  perinatal  mortalit}/  rate  which  is  not  signilicanth"  different 
from  that  rate  for  Durham  Countv  as  a whole. 


There  was  a low  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  and 
none  occurred  in  epidemic  form. 


The  services  for  the  elderly  people  continued  to  receive  atten- 
tion. They  functioned  well,  due  iu  large  measure  to  the  great 
sum  of  voluntary  effort  which  goes  to  them. 

We  welcome  Mr.  Morgan  who  came  this  ^^ear  as  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector.  In  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note  how 
little  the  stah  of  the  Health  Department  has  changed  over  the  years, 
in  number  and,  most  fortunately,  in  individual  members. 

I am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you,  Mr.  Chair- 
man, Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  support,  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  L.  Oates  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  assistance  and  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation.

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Measles;  205  cases  were  notified  in  contrast  to  53  last  year. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphlheria:  i^'or  the  thirteenth  successive  year  there  were  no  cases  of 
diphtheria. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  arranges  that  propa- 
ganda leaflets  drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be 
protected  against  smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are 
sent  to  parents  post  when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  three 
months.  Further  propaganda  regarding  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  is  despatched  when  children  are  one  3'ear  old  and  again 
at  four  years  and  nine  months.  All  such  propaganda  gives  details 
of  the  facilities  available  for  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

Dysentery : There  were  four  cases  notihed,  all  admitted  to  hospital 
from  addresses  elsewhere. 

Meningococcal  Infection:  Two  cases  were  notihed  from  hospital 
following  admission  from  elsewhere. 

Typhoid  Fever:  There  was  one  case  of  t^^phoid  fever  notihed.  This 
occurred  in  a student,  a 3’oung  lad}"  who  developed  the  disease 
after  returning  from  holiday  abroad. 

Food  Poisoning : The  case  notihed  was  one  of  Salmonella  t\'phi- 
murium  infection  admitted  to  hospital  here  from  another  district. 

T'uhercnlosis : The  seven  new  cases  of  pulmonarv  tuberculosis  noti- 
hed while  representing  an  increase  over  the  numbers  in  the  previous 
three  years  is  still  well  below  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  ^’■eais 
and  there  was  only  one  case  notified  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  older  school  children  :1965  was  the  eighth 
year  in  which  B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  of  certain 
groups  of  school  children  attending  schools  in  the  City  was  carried 
out,  although,  of  course,  this  t\^pe  of  protection  has  been  offered 
for  some  years  to  home  contacts  of  the  disease  and  to  certain  other 
groups.

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CHIROPODY  SERVICE  EOR  OLD  PEOPLE. 

Report  for  the  year  ending  December,  1965. 

Gilesgate  Centre. 

Introduction. 

1965  was  the  twelfth  year  of  operation  of  this  Chiropody  Clinic 
conducted  at  the  Vane  Tempest  Hall,  Gilesgate,  on  behalf  of  the 
Durham  old  People’s  Welfare  Association. 

Sessions  were  field  on  Monda^R  Tncsda}/  and  Wednesday  after- 
noons, eight  appointments  being  made  for  each  session. 

Mr.  E.  L.  Chambers,  M.Ch.S.  continued  as  chiropodist. 

V oluntarv  A ssistancc. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  provided  a total  of  441  hours 
attendance. 

Treatment. 

During  the  year  clinics  were  held  on  147  da^/s  during  which 
there  Were  147  clinic  sessions  of  three  hours. 

At  the  full  number  of  8 person  per  session  this  would  have  allowed 
1,176  treatments,  but  there  were  95  missed  appointments  so  that 
the  actual  number  given  was  1,081,  or  92%  of  the  possible. 

The  average  number  of  treatments  given  each  session  was  7.3. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  list  on  the  1st  January,  1965 
was  160  and  on  the  31st  December,  162,  there  having  been  28  new 
patients  and  26  withdrawals  during  the  year. 


Shakespeare  Hall  Centre, 

Introduction. 

This  was  the  ninth  year  of  operation  of  this  Chiropody  Clinic 
which  is  held  at  the  Shakespeare  Hall  in  North  Road,  Durham. 

Like  the  one  at  Gilesgate  it  is  conducted  on  behalf  of  the 
Duriiam  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  and  Mr.  E.  L.  Chambers, 
M.Ch.S.,  is  the  Ciiiropodist. 

Sessions  were  lield  on  Mondav,  Tuesda\^  and  Wednesdav 
mornings  each  week. 
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Voluntary  Assistance. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  provided  a total  of  438  hours 
attendance. 


T reatment. 

Clinics  were  held  on  140  days,  there  being  146  clinic  sessions 
of  three  hours.  1,10S  treatments  would  have  been  possible,  but  there 
vvere  120  missed  appointments  so  that  the  number  given  was  1,048 
or  89%  of  the  possible. 

The  average  number  of  treatments  given  each  session  was  7.1. 

There  were  157  patients  on  the  books  on  the  1st  January  and 
166  on  the  31st  December,  16  new  names  having  been  added  and 
7 withdrawn.

That  this  is  so  is  a great  credit  to  the  many  persons  who  are 
associated  with  it, 
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The  operation  ol  ttie  scheme  in  its  present  form  is  made  possible 
by  the  financial  aid  given  to  the  Durham  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Association  from  various  sources,  and  foremost  among  them  Durham 
County  Council.  Details  are  contained  in  the  Financial  Statement 
which  has  been  furnished  by  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  L. 
Watkins. 
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DOMICILIARY  LAUNDRY  SERVICE  EOR  OLD  PEOPLE. 

This  service  which  was  commenced  during'  1957.  has  the  aim 
of  helping  elderly  sick  people  in  the  area.  It  is  provided  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local 
Health  Authority  acting  in  conjunction. 

Mrs.  Grime  of  tlie  British  Red  Cross  Society  who  continues  to 
undertake  the  administration  and  control  of  this  service,  advises 
me  that  13  households  (in  the  area  of  the  three  districts)  were  being 
served  at  the  beginning  of  1965  and  there  were  14  households  at  the 
end  of  the  vear. 

The  service  continues  to  be  a most  useful  one  and  as  with  so 
many  services  for  the  elderR,  manv  of  the  old  people  who  benefit 
from  it,  welcome  not  only  the  service  but  the  fact  of  the  regular  visit 
for  laundry  collection.

Although  the  demolition  of  unlit  houses  during  I9()5  did  not 
reaeh  the  ligure  I had  hoped  was  possible,  reasonable  progress  was 
aehieved  and  a total  of  25  such  properties  were  demolished  and  the 
sites  cleared.  Of  the  41  properties  remaining  to  be  demolished  15 
were  still  occupied  at  the  end  of  I9()5. 

Tlu;  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  Morgan  as  a pul)hc  health  ins])ector 
has  eased  considerably  the  staffing  difficulties  which  had  been  ex- 
{)erienced  in  the  Department  and  he  has  made  possible  excellent 
progress  in  carrying  out  the  Council’s  responsibilities  in  imple- 
menting the  requirements  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act.  Mr.  Morgan,  in  addition  to  his  other  public  health  duties,  has 
been  responsible  for  virtually  the  whole  of  the  inspections  relating 
to  this  particular  Act  and  he  has  carried  out  such  work  in  a highl}^ 
satisfactory  manner.

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INSPECTION  OE  THE  DISTRICT. 

During  tlie  year  2,276  inspections  were  made  of  properties  in 
the  District.  It  was  found  necessar}^  to  serve  297  informal  notices 
for  tlie  remedying  ol  various  public  health  nuisances  and  the 
majority  of  such  notices  received  the  prompt  attention  of  the  owners 
or  occupiers  of  the  properties  concerned. 

In  eleven  cases  statuory  notices  were  seiwed  on  the  owners. 

This  action  resulted  in  the  owners  carrying  out  the  necessary 
works  in  six  cases,  and  the  Corporation  doing  the  work  in  default 
and  recovering  costs  in  five  cases. 

()38  visits  were  made  with  the  object  of  seeing  that  notices  were 
complied  with. 


HOUSING  AND  SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

During  the  year  under  re\dew^  82  houses  were  erected  in  the 
City  Area  comprising  38  council  houses  and  44  pri\ately  built 
houses. 

At  3ist  December,  1965,  the  number  of  council  houses  (including 
flats)  erected  since  the  war  totalled  1,362. 

The  total  number  of  houses  built  for  and  controlled  by  the 
Council  w'as,  at  the  date  mentioned,  2,602.  In  addition  to  these 
properties  the  Council  have  the  letting,  when  vacant,  of  any  of  the 
458  houses  ow^ned  by  the  North  Eastern  Housing  Association.  (A 
loss  of  25  such  houses  due  to  demolitions  in  Eramwelgate). 


Derelict  Buildings  Suh-Committee  ; 

Ihis  Committee,  comprising  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committees,  was  formed  in  March,  1960,  to  co-ordinate  the 
activities  of  both  Committees  in  expediting  re-housmg  of  tenants 
from  unht  houses  and  to  deal  wdth  the  problems  of  all  derelict 
properties  in  the  Cit}'  area. 

The  Committee  met  once  during  the  year  1965.  Members  at  this 
particular  Meeting  expressed  satisfaction  as  to  the  progress  made  in 
dealing  with  this  particular  problem.

Pre-War  Slum  Clea>rance:  The  remaining  two  properties  (79  Clay- 
path  and  tenement  type  property  rear  of  13  Claypath)  are  both 
vacant  and  will  be  demolished  and  the  sites  utilised  for  commercial 
development  purposes.

A public  local  incpiir}^  was  held  on  9th  June.  Subsequenth’  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  the  Order 
without  modification  and  instructed  that  well  maintained  payments 
be  made  in  respect  of  three  houses.  The  tenants  of  the  houses  con- 
cerned will  be  re-housed  as  soon  as  practicable  and  the  site  re- 
developed by  the  Council  for  housing  and  commercial  purposes.

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STANDARD  AMENITIES 

Report  on  Survey  oe  Dwellings  completed  on 
31st  December,  1965. 

Prior  to  coming  into  force  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964  I reported 
to  the  Housing  Committee  that  a survey  of  all  houses  in  the  City 
where  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  might  not  be  provided 
would  be  undertaken  by  my  Department.  Unfortunately,  pressure 
of  work  has  delayed  this  project  but  the  survey  has  now  been 
completed. 

A total  of  841  houses  were  visited  and  the  necessary  information 
obtained.  This  information  has  been  sumynarised  as  shown  in  the 
following  table. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  a total  of  366  houses  with  interna 
waterclosets  leaving  475  houses  with  external  waterclosets.  This 
does  not  necessarily  mean  that  all  such  houses  are  below  standard 
as  the  Act  does  allow  for  external  waterclosets  provided  they  are 
conveniently  sited.  Some  of  these  houses  can,  therefore,  be  con- 
sidered as  complying  fully  with  the  required  standard. 

Of  the  69  baths  provided  in  tenanted  houses  35  are  of  the  table 
top  type  normally  situated  in  kitchenette  or  scullery.  Such  httings 
are  generally  unsatisfactory  and  separate  compartments  containing 
baths  should  be  provided  wherever  practicable. 

Whilst  to  obtain  a grant  provision  of  a ventilated  food  cupboard 
is  essential,  it  has  been  found  that  some  occupiers  of  houses  have 
dispensed  with  ventilated  food  cupboards  and  have  installed  either 
free  standing  cupboards  or  refrigerators.  Such  houses,  if  provided 
with  the  remaining  standard  amenities,  appear  to  me  to  provide 
satisfactor}^  accommodation  and,  in  fact,  occupiers  of  such  houses 
will  possibly  be  unwilling  to  alter  layouts  of  kitchenettes  so  as  to 
provide  a ventilated  cupboard. 

Of  the  555  owner j occupied  houses  visited  377  (68%)  were  pro- 
vided with  a sink,  hot  water  supply  and  a separate  compartment 
containing  bath  and  handbasin. 

Of  the  286  tenanted  houses  only  66  (23%)  were  provided  witli 
the  above  mentioned  facilities. 

The  officers  who  carried  out  these  inspections  attempted,  in 
the  limited  time  they  were  able  to  spend  at  each  house,  to  explain, 
particularly  to  tenants,  the  advantages  to  be  obtained  through 
improvement  grants.  Leaflets  explaining  the  scheme  were  also 
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distributed  to  owner/occiipiers  and  tenants  where  tliere  appeared 
to  be  some  interest  shown  in  ac(|uiring  the  amenities. 

The  reaction  of  tenants  was,  howe\’er,  generally  disappointing 
and  it  appeared  that  the  prospect  of  an  increase  in  rent  was  a major 
factor  responsible  for  the  lack  of  interest.  In  the  case  of  elderly 
])eople  it  was  found  that  the  prospect  of  what  was  feared  would  be  a 
considerable  upset  in  the  home  whilst  improvement  work  was  in 
progress  was  an  additional  deterrent.

As  mentioned  in  my  foreword  tlie  necessary  duties  involved  in 
im])lementing  the  re(|nirements  of  the  Act  ha\'e  been  carried  out 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  Ihho  and  both  owners  and  occn])iers 
of  premises  have  co-operated  with  the  Dejiartment’s  officers  in  a 
most  gratifying  manner. 

Man\^  of  the  infringements  of  the  Act  were  of  a minor  character 
and  compliance  with  these  informal  notices  presented  little  difficulty. 
In  some  premises  structural  alterations  have  been  invoh^ed  and  in 
such  cases  some  dela}^  in  complying  with  the  Department’s  require- 
ments has  been  me\dtable.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  however, 
the  necessary  w'orks  or  re(|uirements  received  prompt  attention  and 
in  no  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings.

Milk  Supply. 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  registration  of 
premises  but  such  premises  are  still  inspected  by  officers  of  this 
Department  as  part  of  the  routine  inspection  of  all  food  premises. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  County  Health  Inspector 
obtained  31)  milk  samples  from  retailers  within  the  City  Area, 
h'our  of  such  samples  failed  to  pass  one  or  more  of  the  necessary 
tests  in  these  and  particular  cases  subsequent  samples  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  within  the  City  Area  further 
samples  are  obtained  by  the  County’s  Inspector  in  other  local 
authorities’  areas  from  dealers  who  are  also  retailing  in  the  Citv. 
'Fhe  ligures  given,  therefore,  reflect  onlv  the  minimum  milk  sampling 
supervision  in  Durham  Citv. 
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Registration  under  Section  16  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

Ice  Cream. 

One  application  for  registration  under  the  provision  of  vSection 
16  of  the  h'ood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed 
ice  cream  was  approved  by  the  Council  making  a total  of  7 1 premises 
registered  for  this  purpose. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

357  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  during  the  year.  Man}-'  of 
such  visits  resulted  from  other  responsibilities  of  the  Department 
but  they  did  give  the  Department’s  Officers  an  opportunity  to  check 
on  any  infringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  standard  of  food  hygiene  achieved  by  owners  of  food 
premises  and  their  emplo}mes  is  in  general  very  satisfactory  though 
it  is  necessary  at  times  to  draw  attention  to  infringements  of  the 
Regulations. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  particular  legislation  has,  over  the 
past  few  years,  helped  very  considerably  in  securing  improvements  in 
food  premises  and  a greater  sense  of  responsibility  by  those  engaged 
in  the  food  trades.  Tegislation,  however,  whilst  it  has  played  its 
part  in  improved  conditions  is  not  the  sole  answer  and  only  by 
persistent  efforts  to  educate  all  those  engaged  in  the  handling  of 
food  can  the  necessar}^  high  standard  be  attained.  It  is  essential 
that  in  addition  to  the  supervision  carried  out  by  the  public  health 
inspectorate  the  owners  and  managers  of  food  premises  instruct 
their  staffs  as  to  the  importance  of  food  hygiene  and  that  they 
encourage  personal  cleanliness.  Only  by  such  co-operation  can  the 
dangers  arising  from  carelessly  handled  food  be  eliminated.

Seven 
persons  hold  slaughterinen’s  licences  and  slaughtering  was  carried 
out  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

SLAianiTERHOUSE  ICVCILITIES  i 

All  slaughtering  in  the  City  has,  in  recent  years,  been  carried 
out  at  two  licensed  slaughterhouses.  In  August,  1905,  however, 
one  of  these  slaughterhouses  was  closed  as  a result  of  re-de\'elopinent 
in  the  Ith'et  area.  'These  particular  premises  had  l)een  used  solely 
in  connection  with  the  butcher’s  own  retail  trade  and  slaughtering 
had  been  on  a \’ery  limited  scale.  I'he  remaining  slaughterhouse 
has  a fairly  large  ‘ throughput  ’ so  that  the  duties  of  the  inspectorate 
in  relation  to  meat  inspection  have  hardly  been  affected  by  the 
closure  abo\'e  referred  to. 

^^’ATER  SUPPLIES. 

All  of  the  houses  (0,058  houses- -population  23,440)  within  the 
City  area  are  supplied  from  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

4Avo  samples  of  water  from  the  Durham  County  W’ater  Board’s 
supply  w^ere  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination  and  one  for 
chemical  analysis.  The  resultant  laboratory  reports  were  cntirel}' 
satisfactory. 


SW  IMMING  BATHS. 

Six  samples  of  water  from  the  large  and  small  swimming 
pools  were  obtained  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  the  samples 
proved  to  be,  in  every  respect,  satisfactory. 

The  baths,  consisting  of  a large  and  small  pool,  arc  the  property 
of  the  Durham  City  Corporation  and  the  w^ater  is  the  same  as  tl.iat 
supplied  by  the  Durham  County  W’ater  Board  to  domestic  users. 

The  Baths  Manager  reports  that  the  hltration  plant  main- 
tained a three  hour  turnover  and  that  breakpoint  chlorination 
wxis  also  maintained  satisfactorily. 


LECTURES. 

Talks  on  public  health  matters  were  given,  when  requested, 
to  interested  organisations  and  boy  scouts  were  examined  lor  their 
Public  Health  Man  Badge. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  INVESTIGATION 

Forty-seven  visits  were  made  in  relation  to  investigations  into 
cases  of  infectious  disease.  Thirt}^  such  visits  were  in  connection 
with  suspected  cases  of  typlioid  fever,  paratyplioid  fever  and  sonne 
dysentery  where  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  specimens  for  laboratory 
examination. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

Sewer  M aintenance  Treatment  : In  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  a test- 
baiting of  I9G  manholes  wms  carried  out  followed  by  twm  main- 
tenance treatments  of  those  sections  of  sewer  where  such  treatments 
were  desirable.  A total  of  IGG  manholes  were  baited  and  final  results 
showed  poison  takes  in  3o  manholes  compared  with  146  manholes 
baited  and  30  poison  takes  m 1964. 

Idle  results  show^  that  the  infestation  in  the  Citv’s  svstem  of 
sew'ers  is  being  maintained  at  a very  satisfactory  low  le\^el. 

Surface  Infestations  : All  Council  properties  likely  to  become  infested 
(including  the  sewage  vmrks  and  Shincliff'e  tip)  received  periodical 
visits  and  treatments  as  required.  The  river  banks  also  were  given 
attention.

The  new  Works  was  l)rought  into  operation  during  the  summer  of 
1 965  and  quickly  produced  an  effluent  of  good  quality.  The  di- 
gestion unit  is  now  producing  sufficient  gas  to  be  self  supporting. 


WATER  SITPPLY. 

Mr.  A.  C.  WTldsmith,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  relating 
to  water  supphu — 

The  consumption  of  water  in  the  Board’s  area  again  showed 
an  increase  in  the  year  under  review.  The  unmetered  consumption 
now  amounts  to  26.83  gallons  per  head  per  day  and  metered  con- 
sumption 13.77  ,a  total  of  40. 10  gallons  a da}^  for  each  of  the  410,000 
consumers  in  the  Board’s  area  of  supply  (38.44)  in  the  previous  3^ear). 

During  the  past  year  the  rainfall  has  been  from  20%  to  40% 
above  average  and  there  have  been  no  anxieties  regarding  the  stocks 
of  water  in  the  impounding  reservoirs.

12  samples  were  reported  adulterated  or  otherwise  unsatis- 
factory by  the  County  Analyst.  10  of  these  were  submitted  after 
complaint  by  private  purchasers. 

" Blackberry  and  Apple  Pie,  portion  of  (Informal)”: — 

This  contained  a large  portion  of  blackberry  stalk  and  a 
warning  letter  was  sent  to  the  bakers. 

“ Bread  (Informal)”  (4  samples): — 

In  one  case  a was  found  in  the  two  small  pieces  of  bread 
submitted,  but  the  chain  of  evidence  was  incomplete  and  no  action 
was  taken. 

In  the  remaining  3 cases  there  was  local  contamination  of  the 
dough  by  oil  from  bakeiy^  machinery  and  letters  of  caution  were 
sent  to  the  respecti\"e  bakeries. 

“Tomatoes,  opened  tin  (Informal)”: — 

In  this  case  there  had  been  a labelling  error  in  the  foreign  can- 
ning factory  as  the  tin  contained  sweet  red  peppers  instead  of 
tomatoes.  Other  tins  from  the  same  batch  did  m fact  contain 
tomatoes.  The  importers  were  written  to. 
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“ Corned  Beef,  opened  tins  (Informal)”  (.3  samples)  and 

“Corned  Beef  Sandwiches  and  empty  tin  (Informal)”: — 

In  two  of  these  samples  there  was  a taint  of  hydrocarbon  oil 
and  as  other  complaints  of  this  kind  had  been  received  a wide- 
spread sampling  was  undertaken  as  a result  of  which  the  matter 
was  eventually  dealt  with  at  the  foreign  cannery. 

The  attention  of  the  labellers  was  drawn  to  the  uiisatisfactory 
report  on  one  of  the  other  samples,  in  which  the  outer  surfaces  of 
the  meat  were  discoloured  and  the  inside  of  the  tin  corroded. 

In  the  remaining  instance,  the  meat  was  stained  with  a green 
metallic  contamination.  (Bacteriological  tests  taken  by  the  City 
Health  Department  were  negative).  The  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  canners  and  their  research  department. 

“ Brawn  ” and  “ Saveloys  — 

These  were  ordinary  purchases  by  a sampling  officer  and  the 
County  Analyst  reported  both  foodstuffs  to  contain  “ Congo  Red  ” 
which  is  a non-permitted  colour.  The  suppliers  of  the  colouring 
matter  were  prosecuted  and  hned  £M)  plus  5s.  Od.  costs. 

The  remaining  11(1  samples  were  genuine. 
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
